A heatable shoe insert for additional insertion into a shoe (1) or boot, characterized by the 
fact that there is inserted in the recesses (2) of a base part (3) of elastic material, an accumulator (4) 
or a battery (4), which, via a receiver (5) of a remote control unit (6) and its mechanical or 
electronic switch (7), is electrically connected by a cable (29) to a flat heating element (8), 
composed of a braiding with carbon fibers (9), resistance wire (9 5 ) or of semiconductors (9"), that 
the mechanical or electronic switch (7) can be turned on or off manually, or under the control of an 



external remote operating unit (10), that the switch (7) is electrically connected to a regulating 
module for automatic temperature regulation (26) and that an elastic inset (12) is fixed as a cover 
(11) to the base part (12).
